Responsive to the Notification of Non-Compliance with the Requirements 
of 37 CFR 1.192(c) mailed November 4, 2004, Applicant respectfully submits 
three copies of its corrected Applicant's Brief on Appeal to cure the non- 
compliant portion of the brief. Specifically, as explained by the Examiner in 
response to a telephone inquiry, the Appendix of Claims appeared to contain the 
wrong set of claims. A review of the claims did indicate that the preamble of 
claim 1 inadvertently still contained the text of the language sought to be added 
in an Amendment After Final, which was not entered. The preamble has been 
corrected to its pre-amendment form and the remainder of the claims have been 
checked to ensure their text is identical to that of these claims prior to the 
presentment of the Amendment After Final.
